negotiations for an "open door,” the 
desire being to open up foreign com­ 
m unications with the Interior of China 
and thus gain access to the vast mar­ 
kets of the empire.

Mr. Sharretta was selected to carry on 
the tariff negotiations In behalf of the 
United States. This selection was due 
to his long fam iliarity with tariff af­
